TOKYO, Aug. 22.—(4)—Expecta- 
tions that Japanese troops will be 
moving against Chinese armies again 
this fall received semi-official confir- 
mation today on the heels of dis- 
patches telling of a sharp battle near 
Peipiao in Jehol, the Chinese province 
which lies west of Manchuria. 

A foreign office spokesman intimat- 
ed that the favorable autumn weather 
probably will see a determined Japa- 
nese military action in Jehol. 

The purpose of this expedition 
would be to establish Jehol unques- 
tionably as part of the newly created 
state of Manchukuo, which was set up

Hand in hand with the foreign of- 
fice intimations of a campaign this 
fall came a denial from the war office 
that the Japanese army had assumed 
the offensive in Jehol or that any 
large scale invasion of the. province 
was contemplated at this time. 

The clash near Peipiao. in which the 
Japanese suffered two casualties and 
the Chinese losses were reported to be 
heavy, was described here as a minor 
local affair. 

Several hundred Chinese regulars 
took part in the action, Japanese cor- 
respondents at Chinchow, Manchuria. 
said in their dispatches. The war of- 
fice announced that a Japanese de- 
tachment had pursued the Chinese to 
Nanling, five miles northwest of 
Chaoling Temple railway station in 
eastern Jehol, subsequently returning 
to Chaoling. The war office said this 
detachment constituted the only Japa- 
nese troops in Jehol. 

The diet was reconvened today for 
its third extraordinary session of the 
year, but it will not get down to im- 
portant business until Thursday, when 
the government's program will be sub- 
mitted by the premier, the foreign 
minister and the finance r:inister.

German Authorities Encounter 
Resistance in Drive on Nudity

BERLIN, Aug. 22.—(UP)—AlI- 
ready beset by grave political prob- 
lems, the dictatorial Prussian govern- 
ment tackled another today when it 
attempted to enforce a new decree 
against nudity—and met with a bath- 
ing beach “strike.” 

As foreshadowed ten days ago by 
Dictator Franz Bracht’s decree sup- 
pressing nudity on beaches and in 
cabarets, the government proclaimed 
a dictatorship over the morals of the 
state and instructed police to put the 
new regulations into effect throughout 
two-thirds of Germany.

Ga., Aug. 22.—Gover- 
nor Richard B. Russell Jr. orought 
his senatorial campaign to his neigh- 
bors and homefolks Monday when he 
addressed a large crowd of citizens of 
Walton and Barrow counties.

the throng by Pau! Launious, busi- 
ness leader of Monroe. 

A motorcade of 175 automobiles 
brought a large portion of Barrow 
county’s populace to hear their native 
gon. On its arrival here the motor- 
cade was officially welcomed as it 
entered the cify by Mayor D. M. Pol- 
lock and State Senator Emmett Wil- 
liams, of Monroe, who headed a 
brass band and motorcade of Walton 
countians. 

Mayor John Carrington, of Winder; 
Dr. W. L. Matthews, president of the 
Barrow Russell Club; Mack Parker, 

resident of the Winder Junior Cham- 

r of Commerce, and C. M. Fergu- 
son, field marshal, headed the motor- 
cade from Barrow.

E. A. Caldwell, editor of the Wal- 
ton News, was chairman of the tre- 
mendous meeting, and he requested 
Paul Launious to introduce the gov- 
ernor.

Mr. Nix spoke at a barbecue ar- 
ranged in his honor Monday and was 
heard attentively by the large crowd 4 
of.men and women. One \of the fea- 
tures of the meeting was the singing 
of campaign songs by the women. A 
large bus brought about 50 women 
from Athens and Clarke county to the 
meeting. Big streamers were on each 
side of the bus with the legend: Nix

In his address here Mr. Nix scored 
the “type of politics which has low- 
ered the standards in public life to a 
large extent, and caused thousands to 
distrust democratic government.

Says He Would Have Quit 
Speaking Had Russell 
Been Disabled. 


CEDARTOWN, Ga., Aug. 22.— 
Commenting on the automobile acci- 
dent, in which his opponent received 
injuries near Dublin last Saturday, 
Representative Charles R. Crisp told 
a large audience of Polk county citi- 
zens here today that had Governor 
Russell been disabled he would have 
discontinued his speaking tour of the 
state “in order not to teke an un- 
fair advantage.” 

“Upon reading accounts of the ac- 
cident,” said Judge Crisp, “I fully de- 
termined to stop my efforts on the 
stump if it developed that my oppo 
nent was disabled from going through 
with the campaign. I am filling my 
speaking engagement today only 
after reading later reports that he 
will be able to continue his cam- 
paign.” 

Fresh from a rest over the week- 
end, the Georgia congressman, dean 
of ‘the state delegation in the lower 
house and an important figure in

CUTHBERT, Ga., Aug. 22.—John

Civic centers are not built over- 
night, but their development comes 
as the result of the adoption of a 
carefully prepared plan to be fol- 
lowed in the erection of new munici- 
pal buildings as they become nec- 
essary.

One of the most difficult undertak- 
ings in present-day Russia is to at- 
tempt a study of the Jewish situa- 
tion. The first and greatest obstacle 


one strikes is the fact that Jewish 
organizations or clubs simply do not 
exist any longer. They have been dis-, 
banded and proscribed, not because of 
their specific Jewish character, but 
because the soviets do not permit or- 
ganizational cztivity of any kind when 
it is not directed toward the goal of 
socialism. 

To the soviets the Jewish problem 
is not a religious issue or a racial 
uestion, but an economic one. The 
ews have recognized minority rights 
in the uniom and this must, in truth 
be said, anti-Semitism as an avowed 
policy of state or a party is unknown. 
Acts of militant anti-Semitism are 
punishable with death, according to 
the soviet code, because the code looks 
upon racial discrimination as counter- 
revolutionary. 

This doesn’t mean that individual 
acts of anti-Semitism are unknown. 
But in 95 per cent of the cases reg- 
istered it was found that the acts of 
anti-Semitism had been committed by 
elements whose mentality and up: 
bringing placed them definitely with 
the former regime. Among the work- 
ers and peasants, acts of anti-Semit- 
ism are extremely rare.

They as a class were hard hit by the 
revolution, because they were traders 
and merchants.

| Health Talks

BELLYACHE PROPER IS NOT 
ONLY EMBARRASSING BUT 
ALSO MISLEADING. ° 
None of the organs or other struc- 
tures contained in the upper body 
cavity (chest) or lower body cavity 
(abdomen) has sensation. There are 
no sensory nerves supplying these or- 
gans. The pain you think you feel 
in your stomach, appendix, colon, 
heart or lung is actually felt in the 
intercostal nerve, a sensory spinal 
nerve which supplies the skin and 
muscles of the body wall. Any pain 
you feel below the diaphragm is belly- 
ache proper, for it is actually felt in 
the abdominal wall. The internal or- 
gans are entirely without ordinary 
sensation to pain or discomfort, even 
the brain. If the abdominal, chest 
or skull wall be anesthetized, any 
necessary operation may be done on 
the organs or on the brain without 
producing pain. But nevertheless the 
utmost care and gentleness in han- 
dling these insensible structures, es-

i 


pecially the avoidance of all stretch- 
ing, tearing or pinching of tissues, is 
essential in any such operation, un- 
der local or surface anesthesia as well 
as in operations under general anes- 
thesia, lest the patient suffer danger- 
dus or fatal shock. Anesthetics be- 
numb only ordinary tactile sense and 
sense of pain but do not affect the 
autonomic, .sympathetie nervous sys- 
tem which presides over all internal 
organs and their functions. 

But that is physiology and pathol- 
ogy, and before you can learn such 
things you must know a little elemen- 
tary anatomy. Here in the interest 
of better education I muét deplore 
once again the failure of our common 
schools to give every child a course 
in human anatomy as a necessary 
foundation 
in physiology, both subjects being the 
minimum essential preparation for a 
fair understanding of a high school 
course in hygiene. 

Communicating fibers connect the 
sympathetic ganglions or substations, 
which are situated in front of the 
heads of the ribs close to the spine, 
with the spinal nerves, the nerves of 
ordinary tactile and pain sensations. 
This connection accounts for the sense 
of pain in the body wall when the 
source of the trouble is in the interior 
where there is no ordinary tactile or 
pain sensation. 

Close under each rib one of the 
spinal nerves extends around the body 
wall. giving branches to the muscles 
or skin of chest or abdomen. These 
ar: called intercosta] nerves (between 
the ribs). Pain in one or more of 
these nerves is called intercostal neu- 
ralgia. and more than 6nce such pain 
has led to grave error in diagnosis. 
even tu operation for what proves to 
be only phantom “appendicitis.” 
Where the signs elicited by examina- 
tion of the patient are not consistent 
with the complaint of pain. the care- 
ful physician endeavors to excinde in- 
tercostal neuralgia before committing 
himself. One fest is palnatation while 
the patient balloons the belly and 
holds it so—physicians will under- 
stand the significance of this test: 
laymen will not. A mild pinching 
of a liberal fold of skin and fat in 
the affected area causes a normal 
person or one with serions trouble no 
particular discomfort. but is painful 
to one with intercostal neuralgia. 

Anemic women often complain of 
pain “in the heart” which is in fact 
only intercostal neuralgia.

* WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—(UP) 
Over the protest of the Hoover ad- 
ministration, South Trimble, the mild- 
mannered clerk of the house today 
gave the public its first peek into 
operations of the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation by publishing a re- 
rt showing 437 loans amounting to 
$46,711,066 in only 10 days to finan- 
cial institutions of all sorts. 

The report of the gigantic govern- 
ment relief agency made public today 
by Trimble covered the period from 
July 21 to 31. The major part of the 
money, $32,990,180, represented 354 
advances to banks and trust compa- 
nies in 42 states, which were specified 
as to names and amounts. Of loans 
to other institutions, the greatest 
block went to railroads. Five trans- 
portation systems received $6,862,700. 
Other loans were to insurance compa- 
nies, building and loan associations, 
mortgage loan companies, agricultural 
and live stock organizations and one 
land bank. 

In its first insight into the corpora- 
tion’s. activities, the public also 
learned, in an accompanying report by 
Chairman Atlee Pomerene, that assets 
of the government agency total $1,239,- 
929,651 and that it had loans ont- 
standing of $866,047,522 on July 31. 

Trimble acted in defiance of the 
administration’s wishes today in car- 
~ ge out what he interpreted to be 
the intent of congress in ordering 
monthly reports of the board’s opera- 
tions. He faces a possible court in- 
junction to prevent further publicity. 

When congress ordered submission 
of monthly reports, President Hoover 
and corporation officials objected that 
publicity might be harmful to those 
institutions receiving government help. 
Several senatorial leaders assured the 
chief executive that while these re- 
ports would be sent to congress, they 
would not be published while congress 
was in recess. The senate clerk so 
interpreted the act, but Trimble balk- 
ed, and today he threw open the 
books of the corporation, hitherto 
operating secretly, for the first time. 

Pomerene, appearing somewhat dis- 
turbed by the publicity order of his 
fellow democrat, called at the White 
House to confer with President Hoo- 
ver after publication of the report. 
He said “it would have been better” 
if details of the loans had not been 
made public. The corporation would 
be able to determine in the next few 
weeks whether publication is hurting 
borrowing institutions, he added. He 
did not disclose whether he had dis- 
cussed publicity with the president. 

President Hoover subsequently was 
represented by a White House official 
as being still opposed to publicity. 

In a formal statement, Trimble re- 
vealed today that a “high official” in 
the administration had besought him 
a few days ago on behalf of Presi- 
dent Hoover not to make the report 
public. At the same time the house 
clerk denied indignantly today that 
he had publishe! the report to curry 
favor with Speaker of the House 
John N. Garner, now democratic vice 
presidential candidate. Such a charge 
was made by Representative Allen 
T. Treadway, republican, Massachu- 
setts. 

“Such a charge is ridiculous,” Trim- 
ble said. “The law gives me no dis- 
cretion in the matter. Speaker Gar- 
ner has_never attempted to influence 
me in the discharge of my duty. I 
have considered every objection raised 
to the publishing of the reports and 
no one haa cited me a single decision 
of a court support such objec- 
tions.” ; 4 . 

His attorney son, South Trimble 
Jr., had cited him supreme court de- 
cisions to support his opinion, he 
added. ae 

The high administration official 
telephoned him 10 minutes before he 
was to announce his decision August 
18, Trimble sai “He stated that my 
decision was contrary to the wishes 
of the president and was not author- 
ized by law.” the house clerk ex- 
plained. “I told him that I would an- 
nounce my decision that day but the 
report was not to be opened to in- 
spection until August 22 (being one 
month after passage of the act). He 
said that was a fair way to handle 
the matter as it would give any in- 
terested person who did not agree 
with my construction of the law, an 
opportunity to petition the court for 
a restraining order.” 

Whether the administration itself 
intends to seek such an order remains 
to be seen. 

Loans during the 10 days to banks 
and trust companies ranged from 
$1.500 to $3, 800,000, the latter to the 
Bank of America National Trust_and 
Savings Bank of San Francisco. Most 
of the loans were in moderate amounts» 
ranging from $10,000 to $25,000. 

Loans to other agencies were as fol- 
lows: Building and loan associations,

But for these extra 
incomes, it is obvious that the deficit 
would have been $2,330,792.69 greater 
than shown by the state auditor, or 
approximately $11,537,000.

‘“one in a thousand.” 

For his bride there could have been 
no wondering about his safe return— 
just a calm knowledge of it, as sure 
a knowledge as if it already had come 
to pass. 

His confidence is infectious and the 
outstanding feature of his personality. 
It’s anything but a reckless or swag- 
gering confidence. 

Mollison is short, stocky and big-fea- 
tured, talks like the Britisher he is, 
an. bears not the slightest physical 
resemblance to a certain American 
flyer who made the first eastward 
solo across the sea. But Mollison re- 
minds one of Colonel Charles A. Lind- 
bergh by the intense, serious way he 
talks about his flying.

TwoQOnce Proud Liners Are Doomed 


To Oblivion in Graveyard of Ships

NEW YORK, Aug. 22.—(UP)— 
A ghost ship, once the pride of the 
kaiser’s merchant marine and later 


queen of the American merchant ma- 
rine, was dragged out of New York 
harbor by three tugs today, bound for 
the graveyard of ships in the mouth of 
Patuxent river in Chesapeake bay. 

There was no steam in the boilers 
of the America, nor did flags fly from 
her masts. No quartermaster stood at 
her wheel. Her bridge, her decks were 
deserted. Her once luxurious cabins 
and salons were stripped. 

Once Kaiser Wilhelm trod her deck 
and occupied her imperial suite. Later 
Captain George Fried, her American 
commander, made new sea epics by 
directing spectacular sea rescues from 


tered New York harbor, all flags fly- 
ings, surrounded by smaller ships. 
their whistles shrilling salutes to her 
exploits.

NEW YORK. Aug. 22.—(?)—Alco- 
hol was assumed to be “race poison,” 
but no stand was taken “for or 
against prohibition” in the prelimi- 
nary report to the third international 
congress of eugenics today by its pro- 
gram committee. 

The startling claim that twice as 
many American families send children 
to institutions for feeble-mindedness 
as to universities was made in an- 
other section of this congress for hu- 
man betterment. 

Necessity for reducing the increase 
of feeble-minded, one main objective 
of the congress, was summarized by 
Dr. J. H. *Landman, of New York 
city. who said: 

“The number of socially inadequate 
people in the United States is appall- 
ing. Families that send a child to an 
institution for feeble-mindedness aver- 
age twice as many as those who send 
a child to the university. 

“Estimates of the number of insane 
and mental defectives alone, accord- 
ing to the Human Betterment Foun- 
dation (of Los Angeles) exceed 158.- 
000.000 people in the United States.” 

Two notorious feeble-minded Amer- 


lican families whose relief ultimately 


cost the government OOO an- 
nually could have heen sterilized at 
the beginning for $150, according to 
Theodore Russell Robie, M., of 
the Essex County Mental Hygiene 
‘“inic, 

“There are 1,000,000 to 2,000,000 
mentally deficient in the United 
States.” he said, “and 14.000,000 men- 
tally below average intelliengec. 

“The seemingly insignificant per 
eent mental deficients will multiply 
three and a half times while superior 
population goes backward in repro- 
duction. 

“The female intelligentsia marrying 
have only one-third as many children 
as other ‘classes. and thus we are 
figuratively sterilizing the fittest.” 

Co-ed college Graduates in after 
life “have far more children” than 
those of non-coeducational _ institu- 
tions. said Caroline H. Robinson, of 
Tunkhannock, Pa. Among 765 co-edu- 
cational graduates she found “the 
men only about 18 per cent deficient 
Lalow full replacement numbers, 
whereas at Harvard they are 52 per 
cent deficient.” 

Virginia’s “effort to preserve ra- 
cial integrity” through laws forbid- 
ding marriages of negroes and whites 
was report by 7. A. Plecker, of 
Richinond. 

“Most important of all.” he said, 
“the negro race is developing 4 high- 
er moral tone and greater personal 
pride, which leads the females to re- 
sent approaches from white men. The 
public is becoming enlightened and a 
more wholesome attitude is being tak- 
en toward illegitimate intermixture. 

“By the extension and rigorous en- 
forcement of the Virginia policy © 
racial integrity it is possible to at 
least postpone the day when there 
will be but one race in America, a 
Frown or yellow one.”

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Governor of Iowa Offers 
To Declare Martial Law 
To Help Cause. 


By the Associated Press. 

The “holiday farm strike” was re- 
ported spreading in the uidwest Mon- 
day as the governor of Minnesota an- 
nounced himself willing even to de- 
clure martial law to aid the cause. 

At Sioux City, Iowa, center of the 
strike movement, where farmers have 
succeeded in raising the price paid for 
their milk to $1.80 a hundred pounds, 
two freight trains hauling farm prod- 
uce were stopped, one of them for an 
hour. About 250 farmers halted the 
trains. 

So widespread had the Iowa move- 
ment become that Omaha, the nation’s 
second live stock market, was threat- 
ened with a blockade. Leaders of the 
campaign in Iowa announced picket 
lines would be drawn across highways 
on the Nebraska-Iowa line to prevent 
consignments of cattle, hogs and sheep 
from reaching the Omaha markets. 

Floyd B. Olson, of Minnesota, the 
nation’s only farmer-labor party gov- 
ernor, said: “I would be willing. to 
jo'n with the governors of other ag- 
ricultural states in any plan, how- 
ever arbitrary, which would tend to 
raise the prices of farm commodities. 

Question further regarding his sen- 
timents, Governor Olson said he 
would be willing “even to declare mar- 
tial law” to stop farm marketing un- 
til prices increased. 

At Lewiston, Idaho, one of the rich- 
est. wheat districts in the Pacific 
northwest, about 400 farmers joined 
in an agreement to stop selling their 
grain until the price went above the 
present level of 37 cents a bushel for 
No. 1. 

From Lemars, Iowa, came reports 
of another new strike. Farmers pick- 
eted dairies and threw sticks at a 
truck hauling milk. Deputy sheriffs 
finally were called upon to escort the 
trucks. Encouraged by results of the 
daily “holiday” at Sioux City, the Le- 
mars farmers want $2.17 a 1 
pounds for their product. 

Numerous other farm strikes, vary- 
ing in the degree of their success, 
were reported from the Dakotas, 
Minnesota and Illinois. In all the 
states, leaders of the Farmers’ Na- 
tional Holiday Association said hun- 
dreds of farmers were joining in the 
movement.

FIVE HUTLERITES 
DOOMED 10 DEATH

BEUTHEN, Germany, Aug. 
(P)—The imposition of death sen- 
tence~ on five followers of Adolf Hit- 
ler in the killing of a communist to- 
day led to.a courtroom riot and ‘a 
tense situation in this Upper Silesian 
town. 

Although the men were defended by 
i personal attorney of the national 
socialist chieftain, they were convict- 
ed and received the first death sen? 
tences meted out by Germany’s new 
“speed” courts operating under an 
emergency decree designed to stamp 
out political violence. 

Led by Edmund Heines, a fascist 
member of the reichstag, sympathizers 
with the defendants instigated an up- 
roar in the courtroom and were quelled 
only by the action of police in em- 
ploying their carbines as clubs. 

As news of the sentences spread, 
angry crowds began to gather about 
the courthouse and the firing of guns 
was heard dis:inectly several times. 
Demonstrations occurred at several 
other points in the town and the win- 
do ; of Jewish stores and socialist 
newspapers were smashed by the 
rioters, 

Heinés, who once gerved a two-year 
sentence for a political slaying, ad- 
dressed the masses on the square fac- 
ing the courthouse after the verdicts 
were pronounced and admonished 
them to maintain discipline and avoid 
unnecessary shedding of blood. 

He organized the departure of a 
considerable detachment of storm 
troops and they left town in trucks 
bearing the nazi eagle and swastika 
emblems. 

Tonight steel-helmeted police with 
rifles unslung for action were pa- 
trolling the street, especially in the 
neighborhood of the courthouse, but 
there were no further disturbances up 
to a late hour. Many offenders had | 
been arreste’, but there were no 
known casualties. 

It was hinted in national socialist 
circles that the government, fearing 
serious trouble, would propose that 
President Von Hindenburg commute 
t . penalties to life imprisonment, 

Shonld the defendants actually be 
executed, political observers predict- 
ed, the smouldering fires of: animosity 
among the national socialists, the com- 
munists and the republicans might 
burst into far-reaching blaze since the 
fascists obviously are waiting for ac- 
tion. 

In the course of the courtroom 
demonstration, Heines. who was in 
full party uniform, shouted to the 
court: ; 

“Hereafter the German people will 
mete out a different j@stice. This ver- 
dict signals the dawn of Germanys 
freedom.” 

Three of the convicted men are 
members of the nationalist socialist 
party. The others are affiliated with 
the Upper Silesian Defense Society, 
which co-operates closely with the 
nazis.

Adolf Hitler tonight tele- 
his sentiments to the five 
men sentenced to death in Beuthen in 
the slaying of a communist.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—())— 
Blocked by some state laws which 
forbid building and loan associations, 
insurance companies and_ savings 
banks from subscribing to stock of 
the new federal home loan banks, the 
system’s board of directors today 
awaited completion of a list of such 
states before mapping action to se- 
cure legislative amendments.
